The chief danger con- 
fronting the ministers is that they may 
suffer defeat upon some side issue of 
really email political significance. The 
fact tint public opinion condemns the 
government-a fact only too well known 
to evsry member thereof—has hud the 
effect to demoralize the Tories to a eer- 
tain extent,butits principle effect has been, 
to incite the Unionists to cliag closer to 
their protectors and allies. The drift of 
public opinion, however, is certain to dls- 
hearteu both tho Unionists and Conserv- 
atives ultimately, and the downfall of Iho 
whole fabric can uot be far off. Even by 
optimistic politicians in »>mpathy with 
,ha government, Mr. Gladstone's recent 
analysis of the situation, based upon the 
late bye-elections, Is denmod Insufficient, 
and his estimates are regarded as much 
too low. It is oonfltloutly believed that if 
a general election werojiowto take place, 
the Liberal majority returned would bo 
nearer 125 than tho ex-Premier'a calcula- 
tion of 7S, and It is ulrfo foil that tho long- 
er the election is deferred the greater tho 
majority will be.
